The Kingston Gazette of 1424 was an 
eight paged sheet, of three broad columns 
to the page, and contained less than oo 
half the resdicg matter Tax Beavza now 
contains. It waa very) neatly and carefully 
printed. a typographical error being seldom 
seen. The subscription price was $3 a year, 
in advance, or $3.50 if} not paid within six 
months. The portage was then 80 ceuts a 
year, which waa charged extra. The postage 
had to be paid quarterly in advance by the 
publisher.

EDUCATION DEPARTMENT, 

Dr. Meacham devoted attention to the educa- 
tion department. Dunng the term of office ot 
the Fresent Minister, he stated, the general ex- 
penditure of the Province had increaserl by 47 
per cent., while that for education had increased 
44 per cent,, which he regarded as a very fair 
and satisfactory condition of affairs It had 
been sud that we had asystem of free schools ; 
that was true in one sense, but in another it was 
not a free system. He complained that the 
grants for Public Schools bad not increased in 
the proportion which their importance demand - 
ed. He bad himself pomted out a few 
ago that the regulations should be so altered as 
to materially increase the attendance. The 
attendance in the fifth class had been continually 
falling off, and he belie-ed that this was-due to 
the fact tat the regulations made it the object 
of every teacher to pass as many pupils through 
the entrance examination as possible, the result 
being that the teacher's heart was not in the 
work of the fifth form.

In a recent issue of The Living Age (Boston) 
isan article entitled Mr, Howell's Pessimism. 
The article is reprinted from one on William 
Dean Howells, by Harry Thurston Peck in The 
Bookman. Mr. Peck says,—Mr. Howells has, 
in fact, learnet rather late in life a great fact 
which men, ingeneral, apprehend after a very 
few years of observation. He has discovered 
that justice does not enter into the scheme of our 
existance here. And this 1s true. There is 
faith, and there is truth, there is charity, and 
chastity, and honesty, but in all the world 
(speaking more humano) there is no such thing 
as justice. 

‘With all due deference to Mr. Harry Thurston 
Peck, this is not true, Justice is defined in 
Justinian’s Institutes (circa A.D, s4o) to be in 
1S essence, the continuous persstent will to 
render to every one his due. There is in all the 
worl a clew preception, as well as a great deal 
of the practice of such justice. Here 
fom among a myriad of instances; "A canon of 
the cathedral of S-ville, affected in his dress, 
ind particularly as to his shoes, could not find a

Never off Goodwin Sands or the Sker- 
ries or Cape Hatteras was a ship in worse 
predicament than, in the Mediterranean 
hurricane, was the grain ship on which 
| 276 passengers were driven on the const 
of Malta, five miles from the metropolis 
of that’ island, called Citta Vecchia. 
| After a two weeks’ tempest, when the 
| ahtp was entirely disabled and captain and 
| crew had become completely demoralized, 
| an old missionary, took command of the 
| vessel. He was small, crooked-backed 

and sore-eyed, according to tradition. It 

was Paul, the only unscared man abeard. 
He was no more afraid of a Euroclydon 
tossing the Mediterranean sea, now up 
to the gates of heaven and now sinking 
it to the gates of Fell, than he was afraid 
of a kitten playing with a string. He 
orderred them all down to take their 
gatiogs, first asking for them a blessing. 
Then he insured all their lives, telling 
them they would be rescued, and, so far 
from losing their heads, they would not 
lose so much of their hair as you could 
cut off with one click of the scissors— 
nay, not a thread of it, whether it were 
gray with age or golden with youth. 
“There shall not a hair fall from the 
head of any of you." 

Knowing that they can never grt to 
the desired port, they make the ses on 
the fou! th night black with over- 
thrown cargo, so that when the ship 
strikes it will not strike so heavily. At 
daybreak they wa cnvk and in their 
exigency resolved to make for it. And so 
they cut the cables, took in the two pad- 
dies they had on thom old beats and 
hoisted the mainsail so ¢ they might 
come with force as he driven 
high upon the beach by some fortunate 
Dillow. There she goes, tumbling toward 
the rocks, now prow foremost, now stern 
foremust, now rolling over to the star- 
board, now over to the larboard; now a 
ware dashes clear over the deck, and it 
seems as if the old craft has gone forever. 
But up she comes again. Paul's arms 
around a mast, he cries: ‘All is well. 
God has given me all those that sail with 
me."" Crash went the prow, with auch 
force that it broke off the mast. Crash 
went the timbers till the seas rushed 
through from side to side of the vessel.

They have never learned to swim, or 
they were wounded by the falling of the 
mast, or the nervous shock was too great 
for them. And others had been weakened 
by long seasickness.

| Some Excuses. 


Tam talking with a man thoughtfal 
about his soul who has lately traveled 
through New England and passed the 
night at Andover. He says to me: “i 
cannot believe that In this life the des- 
tiny Is irrevocably fixed. I think there 
will be another opportunity of repentance 
after death."’ I say tohim: ‘My brother, 
what has that to do, with you? Don't 
you realize that the man who waits for 
Another chance after death when he has 
a good chance before death isa stark 
fool? Had not you better-take the plank 
that is thrown to you now and head for 
shore rather than wait for a plank that 
may by invisible hands be thrown to you 
after you are dead? Do as you please, but 
as for myself, with pardon for all my 
sins offered me now, and all the joys of 
time and eternity offered me now, I in- 
stantly take them rather than run the 
risk of such other chance as wise men 
think they can peel off or twist out of a 
Scripture passage that has for all the 
Christian centuries been in an- 
other way.” You say, ‘I do not like 
Princeton theology, or New Haven the- 
ology, or Andover theology."" I do not 
ask you on board either of thise great 
men-of-war, their portholes filled with 
the great siege guns of ecclesiastical bat- 
tle, but I do ask you to take the one 
plank of the gospel that you do believe in 
and strike out for the pearl strung beach 
of heaven. 

Says some other man, "I would at- 
tend to religion if I was quite sure 
about the doctrine of election ‘and free 
agency, bnt that mixes me all up." 


Those things used to bother me, but I/ 


have no more perplexity about them, for 
I say to myself, ‘If I love Christ and live 
& good, honest, useful life, I am elected 
to be saved, and if Ido not love Christ 
and live abad life I will be damned, and 
all the theological seminaries of the uni- 
verse cannot make it any different."" I 
floundered a long while in the sea of sin 
and doubt, and it was as rough as the 
Mediterranean on the fourteenth night, 
when they threw the grain overboard, 
but I saw there was mercy for a sinner, 
and that plank I took, and I have been 
warming myself by the bright fire on the 


While I am talking to another man 
about his soul he tells me, “I do not be- 
come a Christian because Ido not believe 
there Is any hell at all.” Ah, don't you? 
Do all the people of all beliefs and no 
belief at all, of good morals apd bad 
morals, go straight toa happy heaven? 
Do the holy and the debauched have the 
game destination? At midnight, ina hall- 
way, the owner of a house and a burglar 
meet. They both fire, and both are 
wounded, but the burglar dies in five 
minutes, and the gwner of the house 
lives a week after. Will the burglar be at 
the gate of heaven, woiting, when the 
house owner comes in? Will the de 
beuchee and the libertine go right in 
among the familles of heaven? I wonder 
if Herod is playing og the banks of the 
river of life with the children he mas- 
sacred. I wonder if Charles Guitean and 
John Wilkes Booth are up there shoot- 
ing at a mark. I do not now controvers 
it, although I muat say that for such a 
miserable heaven I have no admiration. 
But the Bible does not say, ‘Believe in 
perdition and be saved.” Because all are 
saved, according to your theory, that 
ought not to keep you from loving and 
serving Christ. Do not refuse to come 
ashore because all the others, according 
to your theory) are going to get ashore. 
You may have a-different theory about 
chemistry, about’ astronomy, about the 
atmosphere, }from that which others 
adopt, but you are not, therefore, hinder- 
ed from action. 

Because your theory of ght 1s differ- 
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system went to pleces. It may ‘be that 
your parents started you with only one 
plank, and you believe little or nothing. 
Or they may have been too rigid and 
severy in religious discipline and cracked 
| you over the head with a psalmbook, It 
may be that some partner in business

Vicarious Suffering. 


If yon believe nothing else, your cer- 
tainly believe in vicarious suffering, for 
you see it almost every day in some 
shape, The steamship Knickerbocker of 
the Cromwell line, running between New 
Orleans and New York was in great 
storms, and thy captain and crew saw 
the schooner Mary D. Crammer of Phila- 
delphia in distress. The weather cold, the 
Wares mountain high, the first officer of 
the steamship and four men put out in a 
lifeboat to nave the crew of the sphooner 
and reached the ressel and towed it out 
of danger, the wind shifting so that 
the schooner was saved. But the five 
men of the steamship coming back, their 
boat capsized, yet righted, and a line 
was thrown the poor fellows, but thelr 
hands were frozen so they could not 
grasp it, and @ great ware rolled over 
them, and they went down, never to rise 
again till the sea gives up its dead. Ap- 
preclate that heroism and self sacrifice of 
the brave fellows all who can, and can 
we not appreciate the Christ who put out 
into a more biting cold and into # more 
everwhelming surge to bring us out of 
infinite peril into everlasting safety? The 
waves of human hate rolled over him 
from one side and the -wave of hellish 
fury rolled over him on the other side. 
Oh, the thickness of the night and the 
thunder of the tempest into which Christ 
plunged for our rescue. Z

= many qhestions. But I came in on a 
plank. I knew Christ was the Saviour of 
sinners and that I was a sinner and I got 
‘ashore, and I do not propose to go out on 
that sea again. I have not for 80 min- 
utes distussed the controverted points of 
theology in 30 years, and during the rest 
of my life Ido not propose to ~ discuss 
them for 30 geconds. 

Man the Lifeboat. 

I would rather ina mud scow try to 
weather the worst cyclone that ever 
swept up from the Caribbean than risk 
my immortal soul In useless and perilous 
diseussions in which some of my brethren 
in the ministry ‘are indulging.

Side Contact Trolley. 
While all who have an eye for beantr 
condemn or at least criticise the ordinary 
overhead construction of electric trolley 
lines, the trolley , railroad people then 
selves are aware of the drawback . consti 
tuted by Its high cost and the neorssity 
for a virtual duplication of the work 
where a double track is Installed. To ald 
in overcoming the objections to overhead 
construction of electric railroads as cts 
tomarily installed John C. Henry, of 
Denver, has devised a form of sonstruc- 
tion which meats the opposition halfway 
by dispensing with one-half of the poles 
and wires commonly used. “His scheme 
comprehends a system of double track 
electric railway, with the carp traveling 
in opposite directions apd making co: 
tact against the sides of a single tro 
wire which in this case ded be 
tween the double tracks 2 wires 
at the usual height. The poles, instead of 
being located opposite each other, ire 
staggered and occupy diagonal pos! 
on oppesite sides of the street, co 
one-half of the number ordinarily 
may be dispensed with and the strain on 
the remainder greatly reduced. 

In the construction the span 
strain is exerted in two directions 
each pole—namely, laterally ancl 
line parallel with the track, the 
component being comparatively srl! 
With poles spaced, say, 200 feet npart on 
opposite sides of the street, 50 feet be 
tween the curbs, the lateral strain on 
pole is only one-half as much as the 5 
at right angles thereto—parallel with £ 
track—and the lateral pull is a” bul 
one.

Science's Explanation of Moonlight’ 
“The moon is a mirror which reflects 
the sunlight to us," writes Alden W, 
Quimby in Ladies’ Home Journal. “An 
examination of moonlight with the 
shows, of course, the same 
spectrum as that of sunlight. The qual- 
ity of the reflection is indiented in the 
announcement thet !t would take no 
fewer than six hundred and eighteen 
thousand fall moons to supply to us an 
amount of light equal to that which we 
grt from the sun, and there Is only «ky 
room for, say, seventy-five thousand of 
them. Some heat comes from the moon. 
but criinary methods will not smeasure 
it However, it ia caleulated that is is 
about one eighty thousandth of the 
amsonnt which the sun supplies to us. 
The {nelination of the moon's orbit to 
the herizon accounts for the ‘*Harvest’* 
ind the “Hunter’s'’ moon, which occur 
when the tipping is slightest, thus per- 
mitting the moon to rise about the same 
time for several successive cyeninga. The 
moon often appedrs much enlarged when 
on the horizon, bat this Is caused by the 
refractive featare of the alt about the 
horizon and the natural tendeney to com- 
pare it with terrestrial objects. 


What Wears the Brain, 
The brain is capable of a great deal of 
continuous labor in so far as Its exercise 
is that of mere cOnstruction—in other 
words, so long asthe work it does is 
original.
